From time to time there has been 
criticism voiced at the delay of the 
provincial government issuing 
A few 
explanations may serve to blunt

Up until March 3, 1947, the de- 
partment of lands and mines had 
received 1,686 applications from 
veterans for provincial lands, Up 
until the same date 818 leases had 


|been issued, 119 were in the mail, 


208 were held up awaiting soil re- 
ports on the suitability of the land, 
385 applications had been cancelled 
or turned down, and 156 were pend- 
ing completion, At the same time 
there was a backlog of 344 applica- 
tions from civilians which will not 
be dealt with until the veterans’ 
applications have been cleared up 


WHEN ONE NOTES that up 
until March 3 only half of the ap- 
plicationg haq been completed it 
is easy to see the reason for the 
complaints. Yet it would be unfair 
to blame the authorities for these 
delays. They were faceq with ex- 
ceptional circumstances and, under

Socializing the Land

There will probably be more 
bitter opposition to the govern- 
ment’s measure in the United King- 
dom, to regulate the use of land 
in town and country planning, than 
there has been to any Socialist 
step so far taken by the Labor 
administration.

In effect, however, only the land 
needed for public purposes will 
be taken over, by purchase.

THE BITTER PILL for land 
monopoly is the taxation of land 
values. According to a gevernment 
statement, even when private en- 
terprise is given permission to 
build on privately-owned land, the 
government will have the right to 
impose a development charge, cal- 
culated to deprive the landowner 
of “future unearned increment 
in land values.” According to land 
reformers, this so-called unearned 
increment is land value created 
by the community: hence it should 
be taken by the community for pub- 
lic purposes. 

In other words, the enhanced 
value of the land is due to public 
expenditures on improvements 
such as pavement, lighting, police, 
fire, water and other public serv- 
ices. Bombed and devastated streets 
n many British towns are being 
restored, with public utilities built 
at public expense. This public 
service will tend to increase land 
values. The government's land policy 
will do more than add to the pub- 
lic revenue: it will discourage the 
withholding of valuable land for 
higher prices

PLANNED CONSUMPTION 


Editor, Bulletin: Mr. .Macklin's 
remark that “under our present 
system of emphasizing production 
we are still short of butter, wool- 
len goods, houses etc.” shows that 
he has not yet delved deeply en- 
ough into the problem to get at 
the basic cause. Take woollen 
goods as a first example and let 
Mr. Macklin give a little thought 
to the following facts: 

England has in store four million 
pounds of wool. The English 
people excel in textile manufact- 
uring and there is sufficient raw 
material to supply a market. at 
a profit, that would have made it 
unnecessary for Great Britain to 
|get a loan from the United States 
|or to sign the Bretton Woods 
agreement. The result of the Bret- 
|ton Woods agreement is to stifle 
world trade for Britain and not 
| facilitate it, as it was advertised 
to do. Mr. Macklin apparently can- 
| not see that the present scarcijy 
of goods is being engineered 
through government controls etc. 
|In the depression period previous 
| to the war we had “poverty in the 
| midst of plenty”. In the coming 
| depression the “planners” will en- 
| gineer things so that there will not 
| be any “plenty”. High taxation is 
the weapon being used to dis- 
| courage production. The labor un- 
| ion-dominated government of 
| Great Britain is so hypnotized by 
|the dream that “owning the Bank 
of England gives them control of 
the money making machinery,” 
vide Mr. Macklin, that it allows a 
method of taxation to be followed 
that encourages a miner to work 
Sundays and get double time for 
| one day’s output and then lay off 
Monday and Tuesday, thus losing 
two days’ output, so as to resist 
the severe encroachments of a con- 
fiscatory income tax. The union 
bricklayers in Britain averages 
| about 400 bricks a day. Many brick- 
| layers can lay that many in one 
hour and 1800 per day is a nice 
day's work. This is not because 
English bricklayers are not good, 
They are, but the restrictive meth- 
ods brought about by fear of un- 
employment are being used by the 
“state planners” and, coupled with 
a high income tax which discour- 
| ages production and output, is en- 
| deavoring to regiment the people 
through the fear of a scarcity 
planned by financial dictatorship, 

Only by the abolition of res- 
traints on production, activated by 
the generous demands of properly 
financed consumers, can the yoke 
of scarcity be thrown off. 

Money cannot take the place of 
production; but production needs 
the incentive of “effective demand” 
to go all out.
